Thursday - 12 February 1959 


Talked with Kenneth BeLieu, Staff Director of the Senate Space 
Committee, to inquire when Mr. Weisl, Sr., plans to return to Washington. 
I was advised that when Weisl left he planned to return possibly ten days 
or two weeks after 4 February but at present there are no firm plans for 
his return. Mr. BeLieu put out a tentative feeler of whether or not the 
Agency could appear before the Senate Space Committee at Il o'clock on 
17 February. I gave him no answer one way or the other and he stated 
he would contact the Agency further on this. 


In response to my question of whether the transcript of the DCI's 
appearance before the Space Committee and Preparedness Investigating 
Subcommittee could be made available to General Twining, Mr. BeLieu 
advised that it would be preferable if DOD requested this of the Committee. 
The reason for raising the question was that General Twining's office had 
asked if they could review the transcript. Captain Gray in General 
Twining's office has been advised of the above.
